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Russian roots: 
Clarke prof recounts his trip to Russia

oing home. That's what 
spring break was for 
most Clarke students and 


faculty, including vocal music 
instructor John Lease. On_ the 
Thursday before spring break, 
John and wife, Assistant 
Professor of music, Nancy 
Lease. boarded a series of planes 
from Chicago to Warsaw, 
Poland. 

For John. this trip meant going 
back to his familiar Belarussian 
roots. “The experience of going 
to Russia was tc visit the rela- 
tives,” says John. "But viewing 
the Russian way of life in com- 
parison to the American way of 
life is truly educational.” 

The Leases remained in Poland 
overnight. The next day they 
took the Belarussian Train to 
Brest. 

“When we got off the train we 
had a difficult time locating our 
relatives,” John says with a 
laugh. “It was so dark and we 
couldn't figure out why there 
weren't any lights anywhere, not 
even in the station. When we 
finally met up 
with our rela- 
tives. they 
explained that 
on Sundays 
everything is 
closed. The 
entire city liter- 
ally shuts itself 
down.” 

The next day 
the Leases traveled to Ivanof 
where they met John's grandfa- 
ther's nephew and his family. 
“We talked over a very good din- 
ner and learned how different 
our cultures were from one 
another.’says John. "The average 
income in Russia is $30 per 

_ month, which is a decent amount 


of money there. I can't imagine 
that in American culture. The dif- 
ference is tremendous.” 

Another major difference that 
the Leases were quick to notice 
was the absence of indoor 
plumbing, or rather, the presence 
of an outhouse. “That proved to 
be a very interesting experi- 
ence. laughs John. 

The following day the relatives 
accompanied the Leases to 
Nesvezh where they met John's 
grandmother's relatives. “That 
was the first time that the two 
sides of the family had met 
despite the fact that they lived a

rather short distance away from 
one another,” says John. 

In Nesvesz, the Leases did a fair 
share of sightseeing. They went 
to a one-of-a-kind castle, built to 
look like no other in its day. John 


says, “After the castle was built, 
the architect was blinded under 


the king's orders to prevent him 
from ever copying the style of 
the castle anywhere else.” 
Following the sightseeing, the 
Lease's traveled to Minsk, the 
capital of Belarussia. “When we 


arrived at the train station in 
Minsk we saw a McDonald's. 
Our Russian family had never 
eaten there before, so to give 
them a bit of American culture, 
we took them there for lunch," 
says John. “They had never had a 
shake before, they didn't know 
what hot chocolate was, and I 
had to explain to them what sty- 
rofoam was.” 

John was also bewildered by the 
cost of the meal."It only cost $11 
for the entire family to dine 
there. In American culture, that's 
excellent, but in Russian culture 
that's a third of their monthly 
income. Our relatives were 
astonished at how expensive it 
was. When looking around 
McDonald's, | noticed that few 
adults were there to eat, but 
rather were taking their children 
there for the experience. It was a 
real awakening,” says John. 

The Leases traveled back to 
Warsaw. then took another train 
to Krakow. “We took a tour of 
Krakow and our tour guide was 
phenomenal. We found out that 
she was a consultant to Steven 
Speilberg for Schindler's List. 
Nazis had killed her entire fami- 
ly,” says John. 

The Leases traveled back to 
Warsaw and the next day they 
bid farewell to their relatives and 
took off for the U.S. 

John expresses a passion for his 
Belarussian roots. “I am very 
proud of where my ancestors 
come from.” he says. He explains 
that Belarussian developed when 
Sweden invaded the Soviet 
Republics.”Belarussian is a bit 
lighter than Russian,” he adds. 

Recounting his trip to Russia, 
John smiles with delight when 
asked what his favorite moment 
of the voyage was. Very simply 
he says: "Visiting the relatives.”
